siders the years of preparation and 
constant study required of teachers 
such 
comparisons 
are 
ludicrous. 
Never have our public schools had 
greater responsibilties than today. If 
we are to have teachers who measure 
up to this responsibility, they must 
he paid living salaries.— Leslie's.

The design was suggested by .Sir John 
f'restwich, an eminent English an ti ­ 
quary, to John Adams, then United 
States minister t** Great Britain, and 
was formally accepted by congress on 
Ju ne 20. 1782. 
It is composed of a 
spread eagle, bearing on Its breast an 
escutcheon with IR stripes, and in Its 
talons holding an olive branch and IR 
arrows, symbolic of both peace and 
war. 
The eagle, the suggestion of an 
Englishman, has ever since been the 
national bird of the United States.
